The gnawings of 


conscience

less dreaded 
than the 


verdict of a jury. 
A sense of justice 


will sometimes 
stay a hand, but the 


penalty designated 
by the code is the 


more powerful argument against strik- 
ing tbe blow. Great criminal lawyers 
give these opinions as the result of a 
lifetime 
study. 
Where 
there 
is no 


punishment save the consciousness 
of 


wrong-doing, 
crime 
and 
lawlessness 


are more common and human lifeless 
valuable 
than 
where 
the laws 
are 


rigid and conviction and punishment 
tread close on the heels of the ofleuce. 
These aphorisms 
are intended 
as in- 


troductory 
to a few remarks 
on the 


apparent laxity of the law in the con- 
viction of evil-doers and the lightness 
of the penalty imposed on them of late 
years in California. 
Under the quib- 


bles of the law many offenders 
escape 


the punishment they justly merit, and 
through a maudlin sentimentality 
un- 


worthy of an intelligent community 
light penalties 
are imposed. 
In San 


Francisco tbey say political influences 
enable 
offenders 
to escape, 
and there 


they do not hesitate 
to charge 
that 


just before election, in the courts 
of 


judges desiring 
to retain their seats, 


fines and penalties 
grow light in pro- 


portion to the number 
of votes 
con- 


trolled by the prisoner at the bar. 
We 


trust 
there 
is no 
ground for these 


charges in San Francisco or elsewhere. 
The law must be enforced 
and crime 


punished. 
The safety of the lives and 


property of all depend 
on this. 
We 


cannot maintain the peace by permit- 
ting law-breakers 
to 
escape 
with a 


nominal fine. 
Let justice be dealt out 


with an impartial hand.
